By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The space agency released a 
statem ent on Gemini 8’s trou­ 
bles after an all-day rev iew of

The statem ent traced the dif­ 
ficulty this way : 
Gemini 
8 docked 
with 
the 
Agena and both v ehicles stabil­ 
ized normally. A command was 
sent to the Agena to perform a 
90-degree yaw m aneuv er, and a 
second command to turn on the 
Agena’s 
tape 
recorder 
The 
commands were properly trans­ 
m itted and completed. 
Shortly afterw ard, a 25-pound 
yaw thruster on the spacecraft 
suddenly 
went on 
full 
blast, 
sending the docked v ehicles into 
a yaw and roll m aneuv er. The 
crew did not know the thruster 
was on and had no reason to 
suspect that it waS. 
Armstrong and Scott, spinning 
in space, succeeded in trouble­ 
shooting the problem and turned 
off the entire m aneuv ering sys­ 
tem of the spacecraft, including 
the wild thruster, realizing they 
were approaching their physio­ 
logical limits. 
They then 
regained 
control 
enough to back away trom the 
Agena. 
Armstrong, 
once 
separated 
from the Agena, was able to ac­ 
tiv ate a secondary thruster sys­ 
tem normally used for reentry 
and brought the .spacecraft to a 
stable position. 
“ This entire seq uence can he 
fully explained by a short cir­ 
cuit, causing the no. 8 thruster 
to fire,” the statem ent said. 
“ The thruster fired three sec­ 
onds and then fired continuous­ 
ly.” 
“ The Gemini spacecraft elec­ 
trical malfunction was not con­ 
nected in any way with com ­ 
m ands sent to the Agena,”

A summary of activities by 
the Boeing Company in moderni­ 
zation of the Minuteman Wea­ 
pons System in the Central Mis­ 
souri area the next two years 
was the subject of a talk by 
Kiwanian Harry Hotchkiss be­ 
fore fellow members of the Se- 
dalia Kiwanis club meeting in 
Both well Hotel Thursday noon. 
Hotchkiss, who is industrial 
relations representative for the 
Boeing Company, was present­ 
ed by Sam Boyle, manager of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
Explaining the Boeing pro­ 
gram, Hotchkiss commented in 
part as follows: 
“ The Boeing Company is on 
contract to the Ballistic Systems 
Division of the Air Force for 
the Force Modernization Pro­ 
gram. This Program, in general 
terms, can 
be described as 
making changes to the present 
Minuteman Weapon System as 
it exists in the State of Missouri, 
to make it compatible with the 
more sophisticated Minuteman 
II that is 
being 
installed at 
Grand Forks. North Dakota. 
“ The advaîK'cd version of the 
Intercontinental Ballistic 
Mis­ 
sile. called 
Minuteman 
II. is 
and has a greater range than 
more powerful, more accurate 
earlier Minuteman weapon sys­ 
tems. .Minuteman II will be cap­ 
able of carrying a larger pay­ 
load because of a larger second- 
stage engine with .34 per cent 
more -olid propellant Range of 
the Minuteman 11 has been in­ 
creased. with the 
additional 
thrust, to approximately 8,000 
miles

“ 2. Certain changes to the in­ 
ternal metal liner in the silo in 
preparation for advanced elec­ 
tronic equipment. 
There will 
be no exterior 
change to the Launch Facility 
nor to the Cable System as it 
now exists. 
“ The following sequence of 
events will take place in ac­ 
complishing this task: 
1. The Boeing Company will 
assume custody of a flight at a 
time from the Air Force. 
2. Each site will be deacti­ 
vated which will include dis­ 
connecting the Minuteman 
1 
Missile from the rest of the 
system and removing it from 
the site. 
3. A Boeing General Installa­ 
tion Subcontractor will then per­ 
form certain changes to the 
silo, including those mentioned 
above. 
4. i^fter the General Installa­ 
tion Contractor has completed 
his task, Boeing Technicians will 
install certain new electronic 
equipment and emplace the new 
Minuteman II Missile. The sys­ 
tem will then be checked out 
and sold back to the Air Force. 
“ Both Minuteman I and the 
Minuteman II Missile will be 
transported to and from the silo 
by the Transporter Erector in 
the same method as on the pre­ 
vious 
program. 
The 
missiles 
will arrive and depart White­ 
man by the same method as in 
the previous program: however, 
it is expected that more mis­ 
siles will be transported by rail­ 
road during this program. 
“ The time span involved in 
accomplishing this program is 
from approximately May. 1%6 
to the fall of 1967. 
"The Boeing Company man­ 
power will be around 500 per­ 
sonnel with 
approximately 30 
hired hnally. The salaries paid 
these personnel will be approxi­ 
mately $207.000 monthly at the 
peak, amounting to an accumu­ 
lative 
total of approximately 
$5.500.000 
"The Boeing General Installa­ 
tion Contractor payroll will be 
approximately 200 employees 
We estimate about 80 per cent 
of these will be hired locally 
These personnel will be em­ 
ployed for approximately the 
same length of time 
as 
the 
Boeing per'-onnel. 
"The actual work will start In 


the Squadron around Appleton 
City. In order 
to 
accomplish 
this, a Dispatch office will be 
established at this location. The 
job will be completed in this 
area by approximately Febru­ 
ary, 1967 at which time all per­ 
sonnel previously located at Ap­ 
pleton City will be transferred 
to Whiteman AFB. The remain­ 
der of the job will be accomp­ 
lished by dispatching personnel 
from Whiteman to 
the 
sites. 
There will be no dispatch area 
centers located at either War- 
rensburg or Sedalia as we had 
in the previous program. 


“ A Housing Program to sup­ 
plement local housing has been 
established at Butler and Se­ 
dalia. The Butler park will be 
programmed for 
130 
trailers 
which will be moved from But­ 
ler to Sedalia at the completion 


of this squadron in February, 
1967. The Sedalia park has al­ 
ready been activated and will 
build to approximately 170 trail­ 
ers by February, 1967. The ad­ 
dition of the 130 trailers from 
Butler will bring the total to 
300. We are making a conscien­ 
tious effort to encouarge our 
personnel to use local available 
housing. The majority of Boeing 
personnel require two or three 
bedrooms, furnished homes. If 
you know of any, please contact 
the Sedalia Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 


“ It is estimated that The Boe­ 
ing Company in accomplishing 
this ojb will purchase services, 
supplies and materials costing 
in the neighborhood of $1,750^000. 
The majority of this will be 
spent in the Wing IV Missouri 
area. 


“ Many of the Boeing person­ 
nel assigned to this location on 
the previous program are re­ 
turning. I think I can speak 
for them as well as myself that 
we are proud to be a member 
of the Boeing Company and a 
member of 
this 
community. 
Most of the Boeing people take 
an active interest in community 
affairs and support local char­ 
ities. Since the Boeing Company 
personnel have 
been in 
this 
area, they have donated over 
$27,000 to charitable organiza­ 
tions in the State of Missouri.

WASHINGTON (A P )- Thou­ 
sands of U.S. infantrymen and 
other troops in South Viet Nam 
will be relieved of heavier, long 
range rifles and given a light­ 
weight weapon rated better for 
short range jungle fighting.

GOP Wins 
Round In 
Viet Debate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publicans who generally have 
been content to sit at ringside 
and let Democrats slug it out in 
the 
Viet 
Nam 
debate 
have 
slipped on the gloves — and won 
a round. 
They got the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee to expand 
its China hearings and hear 
some rebuttal witnesses hand- 
picked by the committee’s rank­ 
ing Republican, Sen. Bourke B. 
Hickenlooper of Iowa — includ­ 
ing the GOP’s ace China expert, 
former Rep. Walter Judii of 
Minnesota. 
The committee announced it 
would hear Hickenlooper’s wit­ 
nesses after Senate GOP Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen slammed 
the inquiry as not too revealing 
and urged “ let’s get something 
besides wholly academic testi­ 
mony.” 
The 
committee, 
under 
the 
chairmanship of Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright of Ark., resumed Friday 
its probe of China with an ap­ 
praisal of Peking’s military and 
economic power, and how it af­ 
fects U.S. policy in Viet Nam 
and in Asia generally. 
Testifying were; Retired Ma­ 
rine Brigadier General Samuel 
B. Griffin II, Harvard Prof. 
Morton Halperin and the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan’s Alexander 
Eckstein. 
Sen. Wayne Morse. D-Ore., 
the leading Senate critic of the 
administration’s 
Viet 
Nam 
course, warmed up for the next 
round in the Senate’s debate 
over the war with a new blast at 
the President. 
“ The American people would 
be much better off if Barry 
Goldwater 
had 
been 
elected 
president” instead of President 
Johnson in 1964, Morse told the 
Senate Thursday. He said Gold- 
Wnter would have had a Demo­ 
cratic Congress that would have 
held him in check on Viet Nam 
policies. 
Morse said when he i'am- 
paigned for Johnson in 1964 “ I 
didn’t have the slightest idea he 
would 
out-Goldwater 
Goldwa­ 
ter," 
Morse said the American peo­ 
ple will 
be watching closely 
when the Senate opens debate 
Monday on a $13.1 billion money 
bill primarily to finance the Viet 
Nam war. 
Hickenlooper said he was con­ 
cerned that the first four wit­ 
nesses before the P'orcign Rela­ 
tions Committee’s China hear­ 
ings all have urged the United 
States to open its diplomatic 
doors to fb'kuig. 
He said he had been prodding 
Fulbright to call some witnesses 
he had in mind, witnesses he 
said might have a different view 
“ and have been pretty right 
about China in the past” 
Then calling in the big guns, 
Hickenlooper mentioned the sit­ 
uation to Dirksen before the 
GOP leader’s press conference 
Thur.sday.

The project in the Landing 
Elementary School has worked 
out so well that it will be ex­ 
tended throughout Long Island’s 
Glen Cove School Dist. 
“ It’s ba.sed on the fact that 
children 
seem 
uncomfortable 
with their growing bodies, and 
they ask questions that their 
parents can’t seem to answer,” 
said Rose Daniels, the nursc- 
teacher in charge of program. 
Mrs. Daniels and school Prin­ 
cipal Mary Kellar developed the 
program three years ago after 
parents had sought help in cop­ 
ing with the questions that trou­ 
ble a young mind.

PANMUNJOM, 
Korea 
(AP) 
— The shadowy figure crept 
silently toward the North Ko­ 
rean sentry just a few yards 
away and took careful aim. 
The next day the North Ko­ 
rean delegate to the Korean 
War 
Armistice 
Commission 
charged the United vStates with 
a new provocation. The Commu­ 
nist delegate said a U.S. mili­ 
tary policeman had thrown a 
snowball at a member of the 
Korean people's army. 
However 1 ight 
the 
incident 
.seemed, it reflected the deadly 
serious nature of the apparently 
never-ending 
talks 
between 
ranking U.S. military officers —■ 
representing the United Nations 
Command — and North Korean 
and Communist Chinese dele­ 
gates to keep the peace. 
The talks in a narrow, lighi- 
bluc Quonset hut in the Pan- 
munjom no-man's land between 
North and South Korea, have 
been going on since July 28, 
1953. At latest count, 221 con­ 
frontations 
between 
the 
two 
sides have been held since the 
end of the Korean War. 
Sometimes the talks are quiet 
and orderly, with both sides 
calm. At other times they be­ 
come a shouting match with 
both chief delegates hurling ac­ 
cusations 
and 
counteraccusa­ 
tions. 
The talks point up questions 
arising out of a new shooting 
war between Asian Communists 
and the United States: If nego­ 
tiations were to start on Viet 
Nam. 
how 
long would 
talks 
last? And what good — if any — 
would they do** Is the example 
of Panmunjom worth following? 
No one denies that the deal­ 
ings here between Communists 
and U.S. officials have been dif­ 
ficult, tedious, frustrating and 
annoying. 
But many of the United .Na­ 
tions Command - UNC — dele­ 
gates feel the Panmunjom talks 
have accomplished some good. 
An Army civilian language spe­ 
cialist said, “ However futile and 
meaningless it may be to talk 
with the Communists, it is bet­ 
ter than a shooting war ” 
The 
long-running 
war 
of 
words also has prciiuced some 
concrete results. For instance, 
in January 19.58 a South. Korean 
by Communist agents. Through 
pas.senger plane was hijacked 
by Communist agents. Through 
lengthy meetings at Panmun­ 
jom. North Korea finally re­ 
turned the 26 passengers, in­ 
cluding several foreigners. Tlicy 
were held in the North for near­ 
ly three months. 
The two chief delegates — one 
from .America, one from North 
Korea — who now face each 
other across the four-ioot-wide 
table are markedly different. 
The UNC is represented by Air 
Force Maj. Gen Harry .1 .Sands 
Jr., .51. a veteran officer from 
Marietta, Ohio, and San Bernar­ 
dino, Calif., who stands more 
than 6 feet.

NE RECENT EVENING in 
Chicago, a taxi driver 
was held up and robbed by 
a thug who pressed a bayo­ 
net to the cabbie’s throat. 
Jumping out. the holdup man 
hailed another taxi and drove off. 
Police patrols in the area got the 
number .of the fleeing cab, stopped 
it, found the bayonet on the pas­ 
senger’s seat, and arrested the hold­ 
up man. 
Yet this criminal went scot-free. 
At the trial, the bayonet was ex­ 
cluded as evidence—on the ground 
that poliœ had no right to search 
the getaway cab ! 
Ridiculous? Hundreds of such 
cases occur throughout the nation. 
When, in such instances, criminals 
are turned loose, the police often 
are called “ineffective.” Whether 


enforcers are being handcuffed by 
deficiencies in our system of crim­ 
inal justice. This is where public 
attention'should be focused today. 
The trouble is largely a matter 
of the courts restricting police au­ 
thority to make arrests, seise evi­ 
dence of crime, and question sus­ 
pecte. Strict procedural rules are 
making it tougher than ever to con­ 
vict criminals. 
One of the problems that we, as 
police, face is when sympathy for 
the unfortunate merges into favor­ 
itism for the criminal. This may 
also be called the philosophy of ex­ 
cuse. Let me illustrate. 
Threw yowng NMn severely as­ 
saulted a Chicago police officer in 
uniform while he was performing 
his duty. What happened to the 
three assailants? They were placed 
on probation. After all, they ^ r e 
“underprivileged,” so their miscon­ 
duct was considered more or less 
excusable. 
Look, however, at what happened 
in a similar case in England. Two 
men punched and kicked a couple 
of Liverpool police officers. The as- 
saiUnte were tried, convicted, and 
each sentenced to 18 months in jail. 
They appealed, contending that the

it’s robbery, assault, or rape, po­ 
lice have become the scapegoats. 
I don’t think the public is aware 
of what is fundamentally wrong. 
In this age of technology, mod­ 
ern metropolitan police employ sci­ 
entific methods for crime detection, 
officers are highly mobile, commu­ 
nications systems are remarkably 
fast, our men are better selected, 
trained, equipped, and organized 
than ever before. Still, the nation’s 
crime rate has risen five times as 
fast as the population growth. A 
climate of fear has enveloped ev­ 
ery large city. 
The roots of crime—poverty, un­ 
employment, slums, lack of educa­ 
tion—are community problems, be­ 
yond the control of police. What 
alarms me is the increasing break­ 
down in law enforcement. Our law 
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sentences were too harsh. After a 
thorough review, the court of 
criminal appeals decided that 18 
months was not long enough—it 
doubled the sentences! 
In this country, tolerance for 
wrongdoers has turned into a fad. 
What we need is some intolerance 
toward criminal behavior. 
A voriwfy of legal technicalities 
enables offenders to be dismissed 
without punishment. Consider, for 
instance, the device called “contin­ 
uances,” in which a criminal’s law­ 
yer obtains one trial postponement 
after another. Continuances are 
generally designed to wear out wit­ 
nesses or subject them to “negotia­ 
tions.” In one recent case, as many 
as 65 continuances were granted, 
extending over four years. In the 
end, the state’s attorney threw up

In a m ore pvblkiz*«! case, the 
U.S. Supreme Court in 1964 re­ 
versed the Chicago m urder convic­ 
tion of Danny Escobedo. Why? Be­ 
cause an admission had been ob­ 
tained after he had asked to talk 
to his lawyer and been denied thia 
right until later. 


Also hampering police work ia 
the “Mallory rule,” based on a case 
in which a man found guilty of 
rape was released because hia vol­ 
untary confession was given while 
he was "unreasonably detained" for 
questioning. 
I feel strongly that thia rule does 
not allow enough time for police 
to conduct a proper investigation 
of a crime. I do not mean th at the 
police should violate the civil rights 
of an accused. I say that they must 
have authority to conduct an in­ 
vestigation of a person in custody 
who they have reasonable grounds 
to believe has committed a crime. 
There is no substitute for question­ 
ing. The only beneficiary of such a 
rule is the professional criminal. 
I contend that these and other 
rules of evidence which are de­ 
signed to protect the weak, the op- 
pressed, and the poor are, in the 
trial courts, being perverted and 
exploited for the benefit of gang­ 
sters, hoodlums, and murderers. I 
have not noticed that these rules of 
evidence have been particularly 
helpful to the weak, the oppressed, 
and the poor. 
W ith all these obstacles to law 
enforcement, the police—as form er

f«ct of life. The right of privacy 
m urt be considered along with other 
rights—euch as the right of society 
to be free from criminal attack. 
I believe it is not too much to 
•sk that a policeman have the right 
to stop any person who he reason­ 
ably suspects is committing, has 
committed, or is about to commit 
a crime. He should be allowed to 
search a person for dangerous 
w ^ ^ n s when he has reason to 
think that he (the policeman) is in 
danger of attack. Through legisla­ 
tion, we should spell out the author­ 
ity of police in regard to arrests, 
searches, and seizures so that vacu­ 
ums in the law are not so often re­ 
solved in favor of criminals. 
in Chicago we have taken 
many positive steps to fight crime. 
One step was to enlist the public on 
our side in Operation Crime Stop. 
Since April 1964, more than 450,000 
citizen members have become "eyes 
and ears" for the police, reporting 
crimes, suspicious persons, or inci­ 
dents before crimes are committed. 
It's done through a police emer­ 
gency phone number. Thus far 
more than 4,500 crimes have been 
solved through this group. 
But while such measures have 


Lately, the prime bogeyman has 
become the defendant's admission 
or confession. 
Most prosecutors 
agree that a majority of important 
crimes can’t be solved without in­ 
terrogating suspects and that ex­ 
cluding their admissions or con­ 
fessions effectively rules out any 
chance of convicting them. Here is 
what happened in one instance: 
In 1960 James W. Killough was 
arrested and indicted for murder­ 
ing his wife. On three occasions, 
he confessed. He even led police to 
the refuse dump where he had 
buried his wife. 
A court of appeals judge ruled 
out the first confession because it 
was made during an "unreasonable 
delay” (26 hours) between his ar­ 
rest and appearance before a mag­ 
istrate.

As a result of the Escobedo deci­ 
sion, much conflict and confusion 
exists as to when and how a suspect 
should be given the right to con­ 
sult an attorney.

To get at the 
highec-ups in organized crime, long 
and intensive surveillance is neces­ 
sary.

through the use of electronic eaves­ 
dropping equipm ent But this is 
forbidden under present laws in Il­ 
linois and other states. 
Every citizen expects and de­ 
mands that police take action to 
protect him against prowlers and 
other suspicious persons. Yet some 
court decisions seem to deny that 
our police have this responsibility 
to stop and question an individual 
under suspicious circumstances. 


New York Police Commissioner 
Michael 
Murphy 
puts 
it—“are 
forced to fight by Marquis of 
Queensbury rules while criminals 
•re permitted to gouge and bite.” 
I am not saying police should gouge 
and bite. I do not ask for lamppost 
justice. I do believe it should be 
done through our court system. But 
if the rules are unreasonable, they 
ahould be modified for the public's 
protection. 


I pO M Hm pfW blM I. but I’m not 
a lawyer. How to solve it, and re­ 
tain our basic freedoms, is the task 
for some wise political philosopher. 
I am convinced that the police will 
not abuse their authority if the 
people will give them the proper 
tools to work with. 
We must either tru st our police 
or recognize organized crime as a 


reduced crime (the rate dropped 
3.1 percent in Chicago last year 
while it rose 13.1 percent in the 
nation), they do not get at the 
fundamenUls of law enforcement 
today. When good citizens, fearful 
of their lives, virtually barricade 
themselves at home against crim­ 
inal elements, we have reached a 
crisis. Once the public is fully 
awakened to the harsh fact that 
something is terribly wrong with 
the adm inistration of criminal jus­ 
tice, I hope it will sUnd up and 
demand correction. 
If we had a ground swell of a 
few million people w riting to their 
state legislatures, I believe nonsen­ 
sical restrictions imposed on police 
would be eliminated.

Your Child’s 
Accidents 


Parents need to understand the 


tveb of circumstances that 


draws a youngster toward injury 


By DR.

I 
T WAS moving day, and Mrs. 
Wilson was exhausted. 
She had been up the greater part 
of the night with her daughter 
Sharon, who had a bad cough, and 
now the moving men had arrived. 
She watched aa they roughly hauled 
her piano down the stairs. Anxious­ 
ly, she followed them out to the 
moving van. 
Billy, her 2Vh*y^r-old son, ekose 
that moment to climb up on the 
kitchen table and swallow a dosen 
iron UbleU from a bottle that had 
been standing there for weeks. 
And “chose” is the right word. 
Children’s accidents don’t “just hap­ 
pen.’’ Rather, they are the result of 
a chain of events—fatigue, hunger, 
fsmily illness— that precipitates the 
injury. In Billy Wilson’s case, his 
mother, tired out and under stress, 
had not given the boy his usual nap 
and luncheon snack. Here were the 
necessary ingredients to get him 
into trouble. 
At 
aiildfw n’f Hospital 
Medi­ 
cs! Center in Boston, a multidisci­ 
pline team (made up of pediatri­ 
cians, social workers, nursery-school 
teachers, research assistanU, and 
social-science consultants) concluded 
a year’s extensive study of 1S6 chil­ 
dren from one to six years of age 
who were admitted to the hospiUI 
for accidental injury. These children 
and their families were studied in­ 
tensively in their homes and in the 
hospital by the Accident Study Team. 
“Each child,” wrote Dr. Roger J. 
Meyer, director of the team, “ap­ 
peared caught in an enclosing web 
of developmental and personal cir-

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cumstances which progressively drew 
him toward injury.” 
Ninety percent of the accidents, 
the team reported, were theoretically 
prevenUble. Many of the children 
were acutely hungry at the time of 
injury. More than half the accidents 
occurred between 3 p.m. and 6 p.m., 
the “tired” time of the day when 
mothers are busiest. 
Parents are very much involved in 
their children’s accidents. Many lack 
understanding of what to expect at 
particular stages of their children’s 
development. For example, a young 
mother had put her sons Bobby, 3, 
and Jimmy, 1, in the bathtub. The 
doorbell rang. When the mother re- 


> !l» 


turned five minutes later, Bobby was 
out of the tub. Jimmy was still in it— 
badly scalded and writhing in pain. 
Bobby had turned on the hot water! 
Warnings to young children are 
fruitless because the toddlers are un­ 
able to understand them. And it’s a 
misUke to think they will learn from 
experience. 
At the same time don’t overpro­ 
tect your youngster to the extent 
that he is unaware of dangers. Seven- 
year-old Johnny Andrews was amply 
“protected” from automobiles while 
he lived on an army base where a 
13-mile speed limit was strictly en­ 
forced and vehicles always stopped 
for children. When Johnny’s family 
moved to the city, he still thought 
he could roam the streets—until he 


was struck by a car! Johnny had 
been overprotected. 
As soon as your child can Under­ 
stand you, begin augmenting his pro­ 
tection with accident-prevention ed­ 
ucation. And educate yourself, tool 
Make yourself aware of potential 
dangers. As you work in the house 
or the yard, be conscious of the little 
things that you could do to prevent 
sericms trouble. 
* 
Make an effort to anticipate what 
your child will be able to do next. 
Discuss his development with your 
debtor. For example, consider that 
tricycle he rides safely in the back 
yard and now wants to take over to 
Grandmother’s for the day. Does he 
know how fast it will go downhill on 
Grandmother’s steep street? Does 
Grandmother know how much he 
knows? Anticipate what lies ahead. 
Above all, be constantly aware of 
the nature of accidents. Realize that, 
while they may not be caused by 
any one factor, two or three of these 
factors together increase the chances 
of their occurring. Take extra pre­ 
cautions when you are under stress 
and things are going wrong. 
At tlio fwm of the century, acci­ 
dents were the fifth greatest cause 
of death among children. Today they 
are the first on the list and kill more 
children than the next four causes 
combined—cancer, congenital mal­ 
formations, pneumonia, and heart 
disease. With all the advances in 
medical science, we still can’t simply 
reach for a syringe and immunize 
against accidents. 
But you may do the equivalent 
simply by knowing why accidents oc­ 
cur and by taking common-aense 
precautions. While the team was 
studying the 186 children admitted 
to our hospital for accident injuries, 
a comparative study was made of 
103 Boston preschool children who 
had not been hospitalized for acci­ 
dents. 
The families of the two 
groups were similar in respect to 
family income, parental occupation, 
race, 
religion, neighborhood, and 
play facilities. 
The parents of the 103, however, 
were far more aware of why acci­ 
dents occurred and did their best to 
take proper precautions. As time 
went on, out of the 103 children in 
the group, only one was hospitalized 
for accidental injury. He broke his 
And in his case, a social worker 
had predicted the injury before it 
took placet When did it happen? On 
moving day. ^

y w if e Catherine and I were 
sitting alone in Winchester 
Cathedra] in England. 
The great church was empty. Outside, 
it was raining heavily. But, inside, we 
were aware only of a hushed silence, the 
kind of echoing silence you feel in great 
churches where kings and commoners 
have worshipped for hundreds of years. 
Set down on a choir chair in front of 
me was my camera, ready to photograph. 
My task was an unusual one: I was there 
to photograph ghosts. 
Impossible! you say. I don’t think so. 
Ghosts, in my view.‘ are the surviving 
emotional memories of persons who have 
periahed under tragic circumstances but 
are not aware of the loss of their physi­ 
cal bodies. Since they are essentially 
“thought forms,’* they represent electro­ 
magnetic fields and as such can be meas­ 
ured and recorded. 
If this sounds outlandish, please re­ 
member that space research and travel to 
the moon were just as far-out a scant 50 
years ago. 
I om o werepsychologisf and author 
who has spent the last 15 years studying 
ghosts. When a case is brought to my at­ 
tention, I investigate it immediately. I 
have studied ghosts in half the sUtea of 
the U. S. and in Europe as well, and I have 
uncovered them every place from farm­ 
houses to office buildings, from theaters 
to factories. 
During these years of ghost hunting, 
only one thing troubled me. I had the tes­ 
timony of reliable witnesses as well as 
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personal firsthand experience—but I need­ 
ed some additional objective method of 
pinning down the elusive specters. A cam­ 
era seemed the beat answer. If ghosts are 
electromagnetic radiations, as I am con­ 
vinced they are, then they should register 
on highly sensitive film. 
I used a very good camera, a Zeiss Su­ 
per Ikonta B with a 2.8 lens, and black- 
and-white film with an A.S.A. rating of 
1200. This means the Aim is four times as 
sensitive as the regular indoor Aim used 
by most photographers. This sensitivity 
is important. I didn’t want to use Aash 
guns or any other form of strong arti- 
Acial light for fear of destroying the deli­ 
cate radiations of a psychic nature. 
The camera, of course, was carefully 
checked by experts to make sure it was 
operating perfectly. It had a mechanism 
which makes accidental double exposure 
impossible. And the pictures were print­ 
ed by commercial laboratories. 
I 1*0^ h#swd tfcof a number of persons 
had seen Agures of ghostly monks walking 
in procession in Winchester Cathedral— 
where no living monks had set foot since 
the early 1600s when Henry VIII had exe­ 
cuted many of them on the very spot. A 
local psychic research society even had 
some amazing snapshoU taken by an ama­ 
teur photographer of transparent Agures 
seated in the cathedral’s choir. 
I was eager to see what my camera 
could catch, so Catherine and I set up my 
camera in the cathedral. It was 11 a.m., a 
very unghostly hour. I took pictures in 
four different directions. When the photos 
were developed, one of the four pictures 
I took showed three hooded monks walk­ 
ing in procession! 
Interestingly, they seemed to be walk­ 
ing at a level somewhat lower than they 
should have been if they had had their 
feet on the cathedral Aoor. I found out 
later, however, that the Aoor of the cathe­ 
dral was raised a century after the last 
monk had been driven out! 


Last spring I was called in to investi­ 
gate a noisy poltergeist in actress June 
Havoc’s 100-year-old town house in New 
York. I took a series of pictures Ave min­ 
utes apart, using the available light. The 
results were interesting. 
From one picture to the next, the Aoor 
boards of the room became more and more 
mirrorlike. And in the Anal photo, the 
reAections defy natural law, for the Aoor 
“reAects” only chosen spots. 
For example, the “cut-off” knees of my 
wife are not reAected, but the chair, which 
is behind her, is. And the Agure of the 
famed medium Sybil Leek 
(who was 
standing in the doorway) appears strange­ 
ly foreshortened. 
Anothwr fwoturw of this photo is the 
black shadow which covers the wall to the 
right. This shadow, which was not vis­ 
ible to the persons in the room, changes 
shape between one exposure and the next, 
something a real shadow would not do. 
In my opinion, the shadow represents 
the loginning of a su per imposition of 
psychic Aim made up from substance 
drawn from living persons in the room. 
Had I exposed the Aim longer, perhaps 
faces would have appeared embedded in 
this “Aim upon Aim.” 
I hope that we will eventually develop 
motion-picture Aim fast enough to catch 
the very sensitive emanations of which 
ghosts consist. Professor Einstein proved 
that energy cannot be annihilated, only 
transformed. If life itself is a form of 
energy and ghosts are the true selves of 
humans in distress emotionally, then fur­ 
ther photographs of ghosts under scien- 
tiAc test conditions should be possible. 
Sybil Leek and I have been visiting New 
England’s haunted houses with still cam­ 
era, motion-picture camera, and tape re­ 
corder while doing research for my new 
hook, Yankee Ghosts. During our investi­ 
gations, I managed to photograph addi­ 
tional ghosts, for I am always ready with 
my camera—if the spirits are willing. ♦
